Action line 


Does the state have a set rate for 


speeding violation fines, or does each 
county charge differently? 


There is no standard guideline for 


speeding fines, according to District 
Atty. Pat Batchelor, and each judge has 
the responsibility of setting fines for his 
court. 


"The fine is up to the Justice of the 


Peace, or it is appealed to the county 
judge," Batchelor explained. 


Batchelor said peace justices have a 


range of from no fine to up to $200 for 
such 
offenses. Locally, 
he 
said, 


Navarro County's two peace justices 
have a fine schedule, but it is not 
automatically binding and it does not 
affect court costs levied or fines in 
other courts such as municipal court. 


On the Channel 8 TV news recently, I 


saw the Dallas police make a seemingly 
unannounced 
forceful entry into a 


private home on a drug raid. This was 
made without knocking; they just 
busted down the door with a sledge 
hammer. What constitutional law gives 
anyone the right to do this? 


A Dallas police spokesman familiar 


with 4he news story you mentioned said 
that the raid in question was a standard 
raid, at which police clearly identified 
themselves 
before 
entering 
the 


residence. 


"The questioner must have had the 


volume on their TV turned down," he 
said. "This raid was planned in ad- 
vance, the media was present, and the 
television story showed officers an- 
nouncing their identity before entering 
the residence." 


The spokesman 
said that police 


always announce themselves, as 
specified in the law, before entering. 
Further, he said, they use the native 
language 
(oftentimes Spanish in 


Dallas) of the resident in doing so. 


"The element of surprise is vital on 


any drug raid," he said, "to prevent the 
evidence from being destroyed. If we 
can't get that door open with a kick 
then, yes, we do use sledge hammers to 
get inside." 


In such cases, he said, 
officers 


leading the raid are always uniformed 
officers and are armed with the proper 
warrants for such entry.

that rating for one of three reasons — 
because of language, sex, or violence 
(or a combination of those factors.) 


A call to the theatre where the film is 


showing can give you a good idea of 
why the movie has such a rating. When 
films reviewed in the Daily Sun have a 
PG rating, we try and explain why and 
give you an idea of how serious the 
language, sex, or violence in the film is. 


Of course, people have different ideas 


as to what is objectionable, but the 
mention in the reviews should give you 
an indication of what to expect. 


I would like to know if there is any 


land left in the United States which can 
be homesteaded. If so, who do I contact 
and what are the procedures involved?

The complete list of Texas camps, 


however, would cost you between $25 
and $30, because the charge is based on 
the number of pages of the alphabetical 
list you want.

arrangement to send you pages by the 
geographic region in which you are 
interested, which should cut down the 
cost considerably.

One dead-, one wounded 
in double shooting here 


A double-shooting Thursday evening at a W. 


Highway 31 residence has left a 46-year-old 
Corsicana man dead and his 42-year-old wife 
wounded. 


Pronounced dead on the scene by Peace 


Justice Joe Wilson was Joe Norman Bennett. 
His wife, Nelda Elizabeth Bennett, is in 
serious condition in St. Paul Hospital in 
Dallas. 


According to investigating Corsicana 


police, the shooting occurred around 6 p.m. 
inside the W. Highway 31 residence. A boy 
playing in the yard next door told police that 
he heard two shots then saw Mrs. Bennett 
stagger out of the house and over into the 
front yard of another neighbor. The neighbor 
notified police. 


Officer Ricky Allinen arrived on the scene 


first and found Mrs. Bennett collapsed in the 
neighbor's front yard. 


Police said that the incident began when 


Bennett and his wife 
were having an 


argument and Bennett shot his wife in the 


neck. She left the house and then another shot 
was fired. Police found Bennett on the floor 
next to the the refrigerator, witi, a gunshot 
wound in the head. The only weapon on the 
scene was a .38 caliber revolver. 


Officer Lewis Palos, who is investigating, 


said Friday morning that no one is being 
sought in connection with the incident. Palos 
also stated that no note from Bennett was 
found. 


According to Judge Wilson a ruling in the 


cause of death is pending the results of the 
autopsy. 


Services will be at 2 p.m. Sunday at the 


Griffin Funeral Home Chapel. Burial will be 
at Hamilton-Beeman Cemetery.

Voting against the suspension 


was board 
member 
Albert 


Sanders, who said he felt that 
both the teacher and the student 
had been wrong in the incident. 
Following 
Ed 
Blackburn's 


motion to suspend the student, 
seconded by Mrs. Doris Gillen, 
Sanders asked board members 
to consider a lesser punishment 
for the student. 


"I WOULD LIKE personally 


to see that we take some steps to 
modify this a bit and give the 
lady a break," Sanders aaid just 
prior to the vote. 


Voting in favor of the motion 


were Bill Harrison, Ed Black- 
burn, Dr. James Curington, 
Mrs. Doris Gillen, Dr. James 
Price, and Maco Stewart. 


The vote came after school 


Attorney Glenn Sodd and the 
Diggles' attorney, W.A. Walton 
III of Sherman, summarized the 
nearly four hours of testimony 
heard by Supt. Mark Culwell 
earlier in the day. 


At issue was whether the fact 


that Candace had struck the 
Collins 
teacher 
Shirley 


Megarity during an altercation 
Feb. 10th at the campus merited 
the suspension, based on facts 
of the incident. Under oath

Candace admitted striking the 
teacher, but denied striKing her 
first or hitting her in the face.

TESTIMONY ON BOTH sides 


of the issue was in agreement 
except for a major discrepancy 
in who first shoved the other, 
with each side saying the other 
had started the pushing. 


As the story emerged from 


testimony, Miss Megarity and 
Mrs. Shaw were walking from 
their classrooms about 
3-.45 


p.m. Feb. 10 when they came 
upon two students playing on 
the covered sidewalk. Miss 
Megarity then asked one of the 
students, Candace Diggles, to 
"back off" so that the two 
teachers could net through. 


According to Miss Megarity's 


testimony, Candace then made 
"an 
unusual 
noise" 
and 


responded belligerently when 
told she could go to the office for 
talking 
disrespectfully to a 


teacher. 


Miss Megarity said Candace 


became belligerent with her, 
and that she then took Candace 
by the sleeve to lead her to the 
office. When Candace pulled her 
arm away and began moving in 
the opposite direction, Miss 
Megarity said she grabbed her 
by the arm to lead her to the 
office. 


THE 
STUDENT PULLED 


away a second time, and then 
Miss Megarity said "I suddenly 
found myself being hit in the 
face." As an instinctive reac- 
tion, she said, she then kicked 
the girl in the shins to get her 
off. At the time, the teacher was 
carrying books, a purse, a 
briefcase, and an umbrella. 


"Things were happening so 


fast, I wasn't sure of what was 
happening," 
Miss 
Megarity 


testified. "She was refusing to 
go to the office, and I felt she 
was being belligerent about it. 
It 
started 
as 
a 
misun- 


derstanding that just got out of 
hand." 


After 
being 
hit, Miss 


Megarity 
said 
she 
kicked 


Candace, who then lunged at 
her. That caught her off guard, 
she said, and she fell to the 
ground. Candace then dropped 
to her knees, according to the 
testimony 
of witnesses, 
and 


raised her fist in the air as if to 
hit Miss Megarity when Mrs. 
Billie Hicks rushed over and 
grabbed her arm. 


CANDACE'S 
TESTIMONY 


disputed several points made by 
Miss Megarity. According to the 
girl, she and a friend were 
playing on the sidewalk when 
the two teachers walked by. 
Candace said Miss Megarity 
told her to "bug off" as she 
walked by. When she asked 
what that meant, Candace said 
Miss Megarity began waving 
her finger in Candace's face and 
asked her if she wanted to go to 
the office. 


According to Candace, she 


then moved away to get Miss 
Megarity's finger out of her 
face and the teacher grabbed 
her by the sleeve. 


"She 
pushed 
me 
on the 


shoulder and told me to go to the 
office," Candace said. "When 
she pushed me again, I pushed 
her back. She pushed me again, 
I pushed, and then she kicked 
me." 


Candace admitted hitting the 


teacher with her fist, but in- 
sisted she hit her on the leg after 
Miss 
Megarity 
fell 
to 
the 


ground. 


The two faculty 
witnesses 


also described the incident as 
they saw it, substantiating Miss 
Megarity's 
testimony. 


According 
to Mrs. Hicks, 


Candace hit Miss Megarity first 
and the teacher kicked only to 
defend 
herself. Mrs. Shaw 


testified that she saw Candace 


hit Miss Megarity with an open 
hand on the left side of the face, 
and that Miss Megarity had red 
spots on her face following the 
incident. 


TESTIMONY FROM Felicia 


Turner, the student who was 
playing with Candace, sub- 
stantiated 
Candace's 


testimony. Felicia said she did 
not see Candace strike Miss 
Megarity in the face. 


Mrs. Shirley Diggles testified 


that she did not ask adult wit- 
nesses about details of the in- 
cident, 
but 
believed 
her 


daughter had told her the whole 
story truthfully. She said she 
did not see red spots on Miss 
Megarity's face the afternoon of 
the incident. 


When asked by Sodd, Mrs. 


Diggles said she felt there were 
instances 
where 
a 
student 


would be justified in striking a 
teacher. 


The morning hearing was 


held so that both sides could be 
presented 
to Supt. 
Culwell. 


Culwell had to decide whether 
or not to accept the principal's 
recommendation that Candace 
be suspended for the remainder 
of the school term. 


After 
testimony 
ended, 


Culwell 
recessed 
and con- 


sidered the matter before an- 
nouncing his decision to take the 
principal's recommendation to 
the board. He concurred with 
that recommendation, saying 
he, 
too, 
recommended 


suspension of the student. 


IN HEARING THE synopsis 


of testimony, board members 
asked several questions about 
the hearing. 


Mrs. Gillen, when she asked 


what Felicia Turner had done 
when Miss Megarity told the 
students to back off, was told 
that Felicia moved out of the 
way. 


"If Candace had done that," 


she said, "then we wouldn't be 
here today. The thing that's 
hard for me, as an ex-teacher, 
to understand is that when you 
tell a child the first time to do 
something, you expect them to 
mind." 


"It seems to me that we have 


two people who were wrong," 
Albert 
Sanders 
said. 


Addressing Candace, he added, 
"You were wrong, Candace, 
and I hope somebody has told 
you that. But this teacher was 
wrong to kick a student." 


"IT COMES DOWN to this," 


Culwell told the board, "the 
provocation does not justify an 
attack by a student on a 
teacher." 


Before the vote was taken, 


Sodd told the board that they 
had the option to reinstate the 
student, with or without any 
restrictions, to suspend her for 
a shorter period of time, or to 
suspend her for the remainder 
of the term. He made 
no 


recommendation as to which 
course to take, saying that that 
was an issue for the board to 
decide.

Mertens woman recovering 


Gullian-Barre Syndrome subsides

MERTENS - What started 


out as a "tingling sensation" in 
her back has turned out to be a 
long and painful bout with 
Gullian-Barre Syndrome, the 
disease commonly 
associated 


with Swine Flu, for Mrs. Carmel 
Ballew, resident of this small 
Hill County community west of 
Corsicana. 


Mrs. Ballew says she first 


noticed 
symptoms 
of 
the 


disease July 30,1976, and is now 
almost completely 
recovered 


from 
the 
illness 
which is 


described 
as 
an 
allergic 


reaction to a viral infection of 
the central nervous system. 


The disease left her com- 


pletely 
paralyzed 
for 
two 


weeks, and she was confined to 
an 
intensive care 
unit 
at 


Presbyterian Hospital in Dallas 
for four weeks. 


MRS. BALLEW EXPLAINS 


that she had not taken the Swine 
Flu shot, and her physicians 
were never able to trace the 
exact cause of the disease. 


She recalls that she first 


noticed the "tingling sensation" 
in her back during the night of 
Friday, July 30. She says that 
the next 
day, she had a 


headache and temperature and 
her back hurt. 


"On Sunday morning, I went 


to the emergency room at 
Memorial 
Hospital 
in 
Cor- 


sicana," she says, "and I was 
told I had the flu." 


She relates that the physician 


on duty told her at that time to 
go back home and rest and take 
aspirin. 


On Monday and Tuesday, she 


says she stayed in bed, but did 
not feel any better. 


"I THOUGHT PERHAPS I 


had the Swine Flu," she says, "I 
had never felt like that before." 


Early Wednesday morning, 


she got out of bed and fell. Her 
feet had started to become 
paralyzed, and she couldn't 
walk. 


An ambulance was called 


"because I couldn't even get to 
the car," she recalls, and she 
was 
taken 
back 
to 
the 


emergency room at Memorial 
Hospital. 


Her family doctor admitted 


her for tests, and when those 
test 
results 
diagnosed 
her 


illness 
as 
Guillian-Barre 


Syndrome, she was told she had 
three 
hours 
to 
get 
to 


Presbyterian Hospital. 


By that time, Mrs. Ballew 


recalls that her lungs had 
become partially 
paralyzed, 


and she couldn't move her arms 
or legs. Her speech had also 
become affected, and she could 
only talk in a whisper. 


SHE 
WAS 
RUSHED 
to 


Presbyterian where she stayed 
four weeks and a day in an 
intensive care unit. 


Because of the 
paralysis 


which quickly spread over her 
body, a breathing machine had 


to be utilized. A tracheotomy 
was later performed. 


She recalls that after 10 days 


in the intensive care unit, a 
blood clot developed in one of 
her legs. The blood clot moved 
to her lungs, and then a kidney 
infection set in. 


"I had a heart monitor on 


me," 
recalls 
Mrs. Ballew, 


"That's how they detected the 
blood clot." 


Her 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
Pat 


Watson, said that the doctors 
told the family that although the 
disease itself 
usually 
isn't 


fatal, the side, affects such as 
the blood clot or pneumonia 
often are. 


Mrs. Watson says that her 


mother's condition started to 
improve the third week after 
being admitted to Presbyterian. 
Mrs. 
Ballew's 
breathing 


became easier, and at the end of 
the fourth week, she was able to 
breathe without the aid of a 
machine. 


IT WAS AT THE end of the 


fourth week that she was placed 
in 
a 
private 
room 
at 


Presbyterian, and her physical 
therapy program began. 


A week later she was tran- 


sferred 
back 
to 
Memorial 


Hospital, where she stayed for 
another four weeks undergoing 
extensive physical therapy. 


"I 
had to learn 
to do 


everything over again," she 
recalls. 


When she was brought back to 


Corsicana, she had turned over 
in bed only once by herself. 
Once back at Memorial, she 
learned to walk, first on the 
parallel bars and then with the 
aid of a walker and cane. 


"The 
greatest 
ac- 


complishment was when I could 
scratch my nose," she adds 
with a laugh. 


Mrs. 
Ballew 
says 
com- 


municating with her family and 
the nurses and doctors doctors 
proved to be a difficult task, 
especially 
after 
the 


tracheotomy was performed.

tongue," she says, although her 
family tried to learn to lip read. 


Mrs. Ballew says she doesn't 


remember many of the things 
that happened while she was in 
the Dallas hospital, but her 
daughter and her daughter-in- 
law, Mrs. Fern Ballew, and her 
sister, Mrs. Virgie Priddy, say 
Mrs. Ballew kept her spirits up. 


"There was never a day when 


she couldn't crack a smile of 
some kind — even if it was just a 
twinkle in her eye," recalls her 
daughter-in-law.

from Randy Nichols to change 
zoning in order to build apart- 
ments in the west part of Cor- 
sicana. 


A request for an eight-unit 


complex at 2618 Park Row 
brought out the homeowners to 
yesterday's meeting, seven of 
whom 
spoke 
against 
the 


complex, citing poor upkeep 
presently of the property in 
question and their objection to 
having apartments in the midst 
of their single-family homes. 


Nichols said he was planning 


to remove a rent house on one of 
his two lots at that location and 
combine that lot with a vacant 
lot to construct a $125,000 
complex of eight units which he 


planned to rent for between $200 
and $250 monthly. 


• BILL CHAFFEE OF 
2700 


Park 
Row 
presented 
the 


planners with a petition bearing 
30 signatures of people in the 
area opposing the apartments. 
The board also received four 
protests by mail along with two 
mailed in approvals of the 
apartments. 


Chaffee 
was the first of 


several objectors who charged 
that Nichols presently doesn't 
take care of his rent house on 
Park Row and adding that the 
city has to mow the vacant lot 
every summer. 


Ann Eerry concurred with 


Chaffee's 
assessment 
and 


added that as narrow as 36th St. 
is, the apartments would cause 
a disturbance regardless of how 
much parking Nichols provided. 


M.W. Simpson, Mrs. Verlon 


Park, Elaine Stroube, Mrs. 


Charles Phillips and Vera 
Brooks also spoke against the 
disruption of their residential 
neighborhood by apartments. 


The board, operating with a 


quorum of four members, voted 
unanimously to deny the permit 
on a motion by Hartley Young, 
seconded by Billy Bob Collier. 


YOUNG AND DAVID Brown 


both spoke to the problem of 
allowing spot zoning in this 
case, Young saying it would 
cause 
similar 
situations 


throughout town. 


Collier said he thinks Nichols 


has "a 
good project, but 


perhaps this isn't the neigh- 
borhood for it." 


The othef board member, 


Albert 
Sanders, 
made 
no 


comment on the matter, but 
joined the vote against the re- 
zoning. 


Prior to the vote, Nichols 


asked the residents what they 
would like to see him do with the 
property. 


He was met first with a 


chorus telling him to take better 
care of the property and then 
with the suggestion to build a 
nice house to rent or sell. 


Though there were no people 


in attendance opposing Nichols' 
apartment project at 619 N. 
27th, the board had received six 
protests and two approvals by 
mail. 


YOUNG SAID IT appeared to 


be "about the same situation" 
as the Park Kow project, noting 
that the protesters "feel the 
same 
way as these other 


people" about having apart- 
ments in their residential neigh- 
borhood. 


Sanders seconded Young's 


motion to turn down the request 
and the board voted 4-0 to deny 
the apartments.
